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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 27-41 , drawn to a substance or composition that binds to molecules 
containing a Nuclear Localization Signal (NLS) or other regions of vpr or tat or functional 
portions or derivatives thereof. 

Group II, claim(s) 42-45, drawn to a method for inhibiting import of molecules containing 
a NLS, especially tat and vpr, into a nucleus. 

Group III, claim(s) 46-47, drawn to a method for inhibiting viral infection. 

Group IV, claim(s) 48-49, drawn to a method for inhibiting cell proliferation, oncogenesis 
and an auto immune response. 

Group V, claim(s) 50, drawn to a method of conferring immunity to viral infection. 

The common technical feature of the claimed inventions is the ability of the 
substance to bind to a nuclear localization signal (NLS). This is not a special technical 
feature because others have purified or synthesized molecules that bind NLS of various 
viruses or oncogenes. For example, Choudhury et al. teach the synthesis and use of a 
deca-peptide derived from HIV-1 tat sequence that binds to a NLS, HIV-1 TAR, and 
inhibited activation of genes under TAR control as well as HIV-1 replication. Thus 
binding to an NLS is not a "Special Technical Feature" conferring Unity of Invention and 
restriction is proper.

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.
